INSTRUCTIONS TO OFFICERS IN BRITISH POSSESSIONS ABROA)). 


Merchant Shipping (Colonial) Act, 1869. 


Te annexed Ordor in Council, dated the 15th day of September 1887, revokes all 
Orders previously issued relating to Colomal Ceruficates of Competency, and consolidates all 
the regulations now 1m force rolating to their use, issue, delivery, cancellation, and suspen- 
sion. 

As tho Colonial Certificates of Competency referred to in the said Order in Council 
are to have the same force as the similar Certificates granted by the Board of ‘l'rade in the 
United Kingdom, such a Colonial Certificate must be accepted as occupying in every respect 
the place of oue of the latter, and as entithng its bond fide holder to act in the capacity 
stated in it, or any inferior (but not a superior) capacity in any British ship, all over the 
world without the possession ot a Board cf Trade Verificate 

Colomal Certificates will have to be usol, produced, and delivered at the times and on 
the occasions at and on which Imperial Cortificates of Competency would have to be used, 
produced, and delivered. 

When it appears from a Certificate (Imperial or Colonial) officially produced to the 
Officer that its owner possesses other Certificates, their production also snould ve required. 
and if they are not prodaced their owner’s explanation im writing should be demanded 
and forwarded to the Registrar-General of Seamen with the least possible delay. 

Officers in British Possessions abroad are empowered by Regulation 9 attached to the 
Order mm Council to demand, and if necessary detain, any such Colomal Certificate which 
they have reason to believe has been improperly issued, or has been forged, altered, cancelled, 
suspended, or to which the persou using it 1s not justly entitlea 

Whenever this power is exercised, a report of the facts and circumstances must be sent 
by the Officer, with che least possible delay, to cither the Board of Trade or the Government 
of the Possession in wi.ch the Certificate was originally granted, or may purport to have 
been granted, accordingly 2s communication may be easier and quicker. 

As the withdrawal of a Certificate would in some cases entail inconvenience, not oul) 
upon its possessor, but also upon the owners of the ship and cargo, it is scarcely neccssary to 
caution Officers that the exercise of this power should only be resorted to when the 
evidence is perfectly clear; and if the ship is bound to the United Kingdom, and the report 
above mentioned has been sent to the Possession in which the Certificate was originally 
granted, the Board of Trade should neverthelcss be informed of the facts. 

Every case of death of a Colonial Certificate-holder, which may como to the Officer’s 
knowledge, should be reported without delay to the Governmeut of the Possession in which 
the Certificate was granted. . 

The attention of Officers and Functionaries in British Possessions abroad, engaged in the 
conduct of Official Inquiries in wreck aud discipline oases, ia dirccted to the fact that the 
Certificates to which the Order in Council applies wall be liable to cancellation and suspension 
in precisely the same way as Cortificates granted by the Board of Trade under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, and by the same Boards, Courts, and Tribunals. The provisions ot “ The 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1454.” and “The Merchant coe ae Act Amendment Act, 1862,” 
ay to Courts of Fé iry, will therefore be applicable to the Colonial Certificates in question, 
“vith the exeeption of the provisions specified in the Order in Council.

Wueneas by the “ Merchant Shipping (Colonial) Act, 1869,” it is (amongst other 
things) enacted, that where the Legislature of any British Possession provides for the 
examination of, and grant of Certificates of Competency to, persons intending to act as 
Masters, Mates, or Engineers on board British ships, and the Board of Trade reports to 
Her Majesty that they are satisfied that the examinations are so conducted as to be equally 
efficient as the examinations for the same purpose in the United Kingdom under the Acts 
relating to Merchant Shipping, and that the Certificates are granted on such principles as 
to show the like qualification and competency as those granted under the said Acts, and are 
liable to be forfeited for the like reasons and in the like manver, it shall be lawful for Her 


Majesty, by Order in Council— 

1. To declare that the said Certificates shall be of the same force as if they had been 
granted under the said Acts ; 

2. To declare that, ail or any of the provisions of the said Acts which relate to 
Certificates of Competency granted under those Acts shall apply to the Certifi- 
cates referred to in the said Order ; 

8. To impose such conditions and to make such regulations with respect to the said 
Certificates, and to the use, issue, delivery, cancellation, and suspension thereof, 
as to ler Majesty may seem fit, and toimpose penalties not exceeding fifty 
pounds for the breach of such conditions and regulations. 

And that upon the publication in the London Gazette of any such Order in Council 
as last aforesaid, the provisions therein contained shall, from a date to be mentioned for 
the purpose in such Order, take effect as if they had been contained in the Act, and that 
it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council to revoke any Order made ag aforesaid : 

Attention is further directed to the provision now for the first time inserted in Regula- 
tion 6 attached to the Order in Council, under which Colonial Au horities are empowered 
to issue a lower grade of Certificate in lien of a Certificate cancelled or suspended by an 
official Court of Inquiry, if the Court of Inquiry make a recommeudation to that effect. 

It will be noticed that Regulation 8 attached to the Order in Couucil provides that 
the cancellation or suspension of a Certificate shall involve cancellation or suspension~ of 
all the other Certificates (if any) possessed by its owner With the view of carrying this 
Kevulation strictly into effect, it will be desirable that the C urt should endeavour to 
ascertain and should specify iu their decision the particulars of all the Oertificaies possessed 
by any perscn whose conduct is the subject of an investigation by them. 

In cases of cancellation or suspeusion of such Uolouial Certificates, copies of the report 
of the Court and of the evidence, together with the respective Certificates, should be sent 
to the Governments of the British Possessions by whom the several Certificates possessed 
by the offender were originally granted. A full report upon the case and the evidence 
should, at the same time, be sent tothe Board of Trade, as required by the Act, and the 
sentence, giving the number of cach Certificate dealt with, aud the Possession in which it 
was grauted, should be mentioned in it, 

The holders of Colonial Certifica‘es which are cancelled or suspended should be 
referred to the Government of the Possession in which the Certificate wus originally granted, 
instead of to this Buard, if they desire to appeal from the sentence or to apply for a 
mitigation of it. 

These instructions must be understood as having reference only to the Certificates 


referred to in the said Order in Council.

5. The olonial Certificates of Competency granted in cach British Possession shall be 
numbcred in consecutive order, 

Lists of Certificates granted, cancelled, &c , to be sent to Regtstrar-General of Seamen. 

4, The Authority in each British Possession shall furnish the Registrar-Gencral of 
Seamen wm London, trom time to time, with accurate hits of all such Colomal Certificates of 
Competency as may be gran’ed therein or as may fur any cause whatsoever be cancelled, 
ruspended, renewed, or re-issued 3 and shall also furnish him with duplicates of the apph- 
cations for examination made by the persons to whom such Certificates are granted. 

Certificates to be granted only upon proof of serrrce at sea. 


5. A Colomal Cert.ficate of Oompetency shall be granted only upon proof that the 
previous service at sea of the person applying for the same has been such as 1s required by 
the regulations for the time being ia force in the United Kingdom with respect to cortilcates 
of the like grade. 

Certificates of Competency granted contrary to ths regulation, or upon any false, 
incorrect or insufficient proof, certificate, or report of service, qualification, conduct, or 
character shall be regarded as smproperly granted. 

Certificates not to be granted when former are cancelled. 


6, A Colonial Certificate of Competency shalt not be granted to any person who may 
have had a certificate, whether granted by the Boaid of Trade or by the Government of a 
Britieh Possession, cancelled or suspended _under the provisions of the said Acts or of any 
Act or Ordinance for the time being in force in anyxpart of Her Majesty’s dominions, unless 
the game ,in a certficate of a lower grade than the one so cancelled or suspended aud 1s 
jan the recommendation of the court orauthority which cancelled or suspended the 

‘ peamtisoate, or unless the period of suspension has expired, or unless intimation has 
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been received from the Board of Trade, or the authority by whom the cancelled or‘suapended 
certificate w s originally granted, to the effect thar no objection to the grant of such Colonial 
Certificate is known to exist, or unless a new certificate has been granted tohim by such 
board or authority; and in the last-named event no such Cvlonial Certificate of Oompetency 
shall be for a higher grado than the certificate so last granted as aforesaid. 

Colonial Certificates of Competeucy grauted contrary to this regulation shall be regarded 
as improperly granted, 


Certificates improperly granted may be cancelled without formal investigation. 

7. A Colonial Certificate of Competency which appears from information subsequently 
acquired, or otherwise, to have been improperly granted, whether in the above orin any other 
respect, may be caucelled by the authority by which the same was granted, or by the Board of 
Trade in the United Kingdont, without any formal investigation under “The Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854,” ana the holder of such certificate shall thereupon deliver it tu the Board 
of Trade or such authority or as they or cither of them mag direct, and in default thereof shall 
incur a penal'y uot exceeding fifty pounds, which shail be recoverable in the same manner 
ax penalties imposed by the Acts relating to Merchavt Shipping are thereby made 


recoverable. 


Cancellation, &c., of a Certificate shall involve cance!lation of all the other Certificates 
possessed by its Owner. 


%. Every decision with respect to the cancellation or suspension of a certificate pro- 
nounced by any board, court, or tribunal under the provisions of the said Acts, shall, unless 
otherwise directed, extend equally to all the Colonial Certificates vt the time possessed by 
the person in respect of whom the decision is made, as well as to all certificates granted to 
him under any of the Acts relating to Merchant Shipping, and whether such certificates be 
specified in such decisions or nut. 


Certificates believed tu be fraudulent may be demanded. ° 


9. Any officer of the Board of Trade. or the Reyistrar-General of Seamen, or any 
of his officers, or a Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office, or » Consular Ofbcer, 
or duly appointed Shipping Officer in a British Possession, may demand the delivery 
to him of any Colonial Certificate of Competency which he has reason to believe has 
been improperly issued, or is forged, altered. caucelled, or suspended, or to which the 
person using it is not justly entitled, and may detain such Certificate for a reasonable period 
for the purpose of making inquiries respecting such issuc, forgery, alteration, cancellation, 
suspension, or possession, and any person who, without reasonable cause, neglects or refuses 
to comply with such demand, shall incur a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds or ‘ts 
equivalent in Jocal currency, which shall be recoverable in the same manner as peualties 
imposed by the Acts rclatiug to Merchant Shipping are thereby made recoverable. 


Suspended Certificates to be re-issued only by Colony by which originally granted. 
10. A Colonial Certificate of Competency which hay from any cause heen cancelled or 
suspended shall be renewed or re-issucd only by che authority by which the same was 


originally granted.

SUPPLY BILLS. 


Noticy »4 hereby given that supply bills for sums of Rs. 500 and above in even rupees 
are usually obtainable on the treasurics named below at the rates of premium shewn. 


Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information---(!) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to be made; (3) the treasury 
on which the till is to be granted ; and (4) thc amount for which the bill is to be granted. 
With this application the cost of the bill (the amount plus the premium) should be paid 
into the Bank. If payment by telegram is desired (but this is admissible only in cases 
jn which the name of the payee has been previously registered in the Accountant-General’s 
office), the fact should be stated in the application, undan additional rupee paid with the 
cost. 

The Bank of Bengal will, if the amount is available at the treasury named, receive the 
money tendered, and grant a receipt, returning the application therewith. The receipt and 
the application should then be sent to the Accountant-(eneral’s office, by which the bill 
will be granted. 

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Accountant-General on the lst and 16th 
of each month of the amounts available at- the several treasurics, and will receive the 
amounts tendered by the first comers til! those amounts are exhausted. 

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the amount not being avail- 
able at the treasury, the application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Accountant-General, who will advise the Bank and the applicant if the amount can be made 
available.

RESOQLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Finance and Commerce, 
No. 96, daied Calcutta, the 7th January 1888 


In accordance with the provisions of the Indian Securities Act XIII of 1886, the 
Governor-General in Ocuncil 18 pleased to make the following rules uuder seciion 14 of 
the Act :— 

1. Interest cages, showing the several halfyyears at which interest will accrue, shall 
be imprinted on the reverse of each new note issued, and payment shall be recorded by the 
stamp of the Disbursing Office, or by a manuscr'pr entry, ovor the space apportioned tu the 
half-year conccined. If payment be made at a Presidenoy town, the recording eutry shall 
show the Presidency aud the date and number of the issuing warrant, which shall be in the 
form of a negotiable instrument payable to the holder’s order. But if payment be made at 
a District ‘Ireasury, the recording entry shall show the nam- of the Treasury, the number 
borne by the payment voucher, and the date of payment ; th.a entry shall be authenticated 
by the initials of the Treasury Officer, and the holder’s receipt shall be taken on the face of 
the payment vouchar. If however, the note be of the old form, and bear no interest cage, 
the holder’s endorsement for interest will be required on the note itself, and payments will be 
authenticated by the Disbursing Officer under the endorsement as heretofore. 

2 Under the preceding rule, interest cages shall be imprinted, and (in the case of 
notes in the old form) holder’s endorsements for interest shall be written only on the back 
of the note itself, 

8. If the note be of the old form and bear no tntcrest cage, the holder’s endorse- 
ment for interest should agree letter for letter with the name in the body of the note, 
or in the transferring endorsement, as the case may be; the usual signature may be added 
below 

4 Anendorsement or receipt by a native female must be attested by the signatures 
of at least two respectable witnesses, who must attend betore the Officer in charge of the 
freasury where interest 1s payable, and certify to the genuineness of the endorsement or 
receipt 

b. Notice of any private trust in an endorsement or receipt f ir interest is inadmissible. 

6. A mte blank endorsed by the holder is not receivable at any Government Treasury 
or at the Public Debt Offices in the Presidency towns The hoider of any euch secunty 
will therefore be requir:d to specially endorse the same before submitting it for payment of 
interest, 

7. The holder of a note may be required to receipt the same for renewal in all or any 
of the following cases, that 1s to say—

and the h older thereof 1s dosirous of altering the place of payment.

In all or any of the preceding casea payment of any further interest on such note may

8. In the cise of any note which 1s the property of a minor, or belongs to an estate 
in which administration 1s limited to interest, the Public Debt Office at Calcutta may, upon

Tiguines as to whether proposed terms of settlement would be for the benefit of

10. References not on the list of ca ives tor the day can, at the discretion of the person 
to whom they havo been referred, be postponed or adjourned, but subject to the control 
or‘orders of the Judge taking motions on the Original Side. 

11. Any Judge sitting on the Original Side may, by av order in.Court or in Chambe 
postpone or adjourn any reference pending before himself-or before any officer or _ 
missioner. 
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12, When, in the opinion of the Judge taking motions on the Original Side, it is 
necessary that some or all of the references pending before any officer of the Court or 
Commissioner should be heard by the Court itself, or by some other officer or Commissioner, 
such Judge may re-call such references into Court, and any time make such order a8 may 
be necesgsary for the purposo aforesaid, or if the parties should couscnt to any such change, 
he may make euch order without re-callmg the reference into Court.

REGULATIONS UNDER PUBLIO ITEALTH ACT. 


Respecting the Introduction of Animals from all places beyond the limits of the Australian 
Colonies and New Zealand. 


At the Executwe Council Office, Adelatde, October 26th, 1887. 
Present—

Wuernas by the Pubhe Health Act, the Governor in Council 1s empowerrd to 
mahe such orders as may seem to be necessary for the purpose of prohibitmg or regulating 
the introduction ito this province from any coantry or colony (in which respectively any 
disease m sheep csttle, swine, or other animals of the same or any other kind or kinds 
whatsoever 18 hnown to exist) of all xheep, cattle, swine, or other animals of the same or 
any other kind of kinds whatsoever: and whcreas various discases in camels and other 
animals aro known to exist in places beyond the limits of the Australian colonies and 
New Zealand: and whereas it iw desirable toregulate the in roducuon into the province 
fiom those countries of camels and other animals mentioned in the schedule hereto, and 
also of such other avimals as the Governor shall, by notice in the Government Gazette, 
declare the undermentioned regulations, or any of them, to apply to now therefore I,

THE SCHEDULE REFERRED TO. 


Orders regulating the Introduction of Animals fiom all places beyond the limits of the 
Australian Colonics and New Zealand. 


Orper 1. In the mterpretation of these regulations, the following words in inverted 


commas shall have the following meanings :— 

“ Aurmal ” shall mean camels, deer, antelope, goata, of every age aud sex, »od 
such other animals as the Governor shail from time to time, by notice im 
the Goverument Gazette, declare these regulauons, or any of them, to

“ Owner ” or “ Oonsignes ” shall include any person having the onstody or right 
to dispose of any animal, toddur, or fittings, whether for hie own, benefit, 
or for that of any other person : : ‘ z , 

“ Fitungs ” sball mean any pens, boxes, any materials used for penning, , yarding, 
or conGning animals, balters, brushes, clothes, buckets, and other artictes 
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whatever which, may have been brought into contact with any other 
animal, and also any wool or hair takeu from, aud any exarcment voided by, 
any animal : 

“ Fodder’ shall mean any food or bedding used, or which shall have been brought 
into contact with any animal: 

“ Quarantine ground ” shall mean any land or vesscl now or hereafter to be defined 
by the Governor by proclamation in the Government Gazelle, as a quaran- 
tiue ground or place for the reception and keeping of animals, and also any 
Jand to which any Inspector shall direct the removal of any ammmal. . 

And in every cise where the plural number 1s used, the gingular number shall be 
included, aud vice versed. 


Orver2. The Captaiu, or Master, or Agent of any vessel with any animal on board

NOTICE BY THE ACCOUNTANT-GENERAL, BENGAL. 


SUPPLY BILLS. 


Noricx is hereby given that supply bills for sums of Rs, 500 and above iv even rupees 
are usually obtainable on the treasuries named below at the rates of premium shewn. 

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Benyal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(1) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to be made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to be granted ; and (4) the amount for which the bill is to be granted. 
With this application the cost of the bill (the amount plus the premium) should be paid 
intu the Bank. If payment by telegram is desired (but this is admissible only in cases 
in which the name of the payee has been previously registered iu the Accountant-General’s 
office), the fact should be stated in the application, und ao additional rupee paid with the 
cost. 

The Bank of Bengal will, if the amount is available at the treasury named, receive the 
moncy tendered, and grant a receipt, returning the application therewith. The receipt and 
the application should then be sent to the Accountant-General’s office, by which the bill 
will be granted.” 

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Accountant-Generaj on the Ist and 16th 
of each month of the amounts available at the several treasuries, and will receive the 
amounts tendered by the first comers till those amounts are exhausted, 

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the amount not being avail- 
able at the treasury, the application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Accountant-General, who will advise the Bank and the applicant if the amount can be made 
availabic.

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(1) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to he made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to be granted ; and (4) the amount for which the billis to be granted. 
With this application the cost of the bill (the amount plus the premium) should be paid 
into the Bank. If payment by telegram is desired (but this is admissible only iu cases 
in which the name of the payee has been previvusly registered 1n the Aocountant-General’s 
office), the fact should be stated in the application, and an udditional rupee paid with the 
cost.

8. Any person wishing to mainufactare calt shill apply for a leense to the Assistent 
Commissiouer of Salt Revenue in enirge of the Division in which itis desned to carry un the 
manufacture who may grant or withhoid it as he shail see fit. 

4. Hach suen heens+ shall contain the mime of the person to whom it ix given; shall 
specify the linits within which such mannfierure sball be eurid on, and tue places where the 
salt 60 manufactured shall be stord; shall expire on such date ay may be stat d therein; and 
shall be subject to the folly wing conditions :— 

ithe provisions of the Act and of all Roles duly mide under it shall Le strictly 
observed by the licensee, his agents, and servan's. 

u—None but good sult, capable im the judgment of the Assistint Commissioner ol 
b aring the doty fixed from time to time by the Governor-General in Qouneil 
under section 7 of the Act, sball be manufactured. Lhe Salt Revenue Officer 
in charge of any Salt Store may :cfuse to permit thersmoval of any silt etored 
therein which he may consider uot to be so capable, pending the deemion of the 
Asvistant Commissioner.

If the Assistant Commissioner 
ehull cause such galt to be stored, the eost of such storage, including the 
expenses of transport, if any, shall he reeuvered from the licensee, If such 
seit be so sold, and if the price Lid be hss toan the exe:se duty leviable thereon, 
tue Assistant Commissioner may cause tue sali to be destroyed in such manner 
as he shall think fit. 

Buch licenses shall also be subject to such further condiions os the Assistant Commis- 
sioner may from timo to time prescribe for the protection of the Governe 
ment revenue, 


5. The licensee shall commence and close manufacture within sich dates as may be pre- 
scribei by the Assistant Commissioner, and shall at the c-mmeneement of each manufacturing 
season intimate in writing fo the officer in charge of the Circle the number and extent of the 
pans which he imends to werk in that season.

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bunk of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(!) bis own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to be made, (3) the treasury 
on which,the bill is to be granted; and (4) the amount for which the bill is to be granted. 
*With this application the cost of the bill (the amount plus the premmm) should be paid 
into the Bank, If payment by telegram 1s desired (but this 1s admissible only in cases 
iu whith the name of the payee hes beev previously registered 11 the Aocountant-General’s 
wffing), the fact should be stated in the application, und aa additional rupee paid with the 
vats :

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The Bank of Bengal will, if the amount is available at the treasury named, receive the 
money tendered, and grant a receipt, returning the application therewith. The receipt and 
the application should then be sent to the Accountant-General’s office, by which the bill 
will be granted. 

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Accountant-General on the Ist and 16th 
of each month of the amounts available at the several treasuries, and will receive the 
amounts tendered by the first comers till those amounts are exhausted, 

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the amount-not being avail- 
able at the treasury, the application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Accountant-General, who will advise the Bauk aud the applicant if the amount can be made 
available. .
